1. Further comments received on the first issue of Studies, 
in Intelligence : 

(a) Adm. Carl F. Espe, Director of Naval Intelligence, 
wrote Mr. Baird a note of thanks for the copies sent him. 

He said in part: "I agree that a body of literature, 
encompassing past experience ano. thinking, and containing 
puide lines for the future, will be of great service to 
the intelligence profession . . . We in ONI will be looking 
forward to ... future studies . . . and would be pleased to 
participate as we can, either through comment or criticism, 
or possibly, from time to time, by contributions on subjects 
of primarily naval interest. I am certain that ... the series 
will stimulate interest and generate ideas within our 
organization."
